Around midnight，a crowd of 
white and minority youths milled 
around Grant and Pacifc avenues 
after the parade-. 


GIRL _ HIT 

Irouble statted when police spot- 
ted a youth hitting a girl with a 
metal milk crate and moved in. 
The youth's friends thwatted the 
o 伍 cets and a melee ensued. 

The Police had to retreat when 
they were belted with cherty bombs 
with glued-on BB shots，garbage 
frfom the Poultry shops，beer cans 
and bottles，Some 50 policemen 
engaged the mob and it Was not 
until the Tac Squad was called when 
calm was testorted. 

Over 89 Persons hurt. 
Aimong injured were four mem- 
bers of the Chinatown detail: Fran- 
cis ,Shannon，40; Leo Callagy，32; 
Peter Otten，26 and David Utter， 
43. 

About 50 youths were gathered 
up for questioning and 27 -were af- 
rested and charged with unlawful 
assembly，disorderly conduct，or re- 
Sisting arrest， Among the arrested 
Were 18 whites and 6 Orientals. 


FALSE ALARM 

During the melee several autos， 
including a Police crulser， Were 
dented and their tires slashed. 从 
false fre alarm was turned in. As 
the police in riot formation kept 
the crowd moving UP Paciftc Ave.， 
several Molotov cocktalls Were 
thrown from the Ping Yuen Hous- 
ing Project at Passlng cars. No dam 
age was reported from this incident， 
and no arrest was made. 

Five strongarm robberies were 
also_ reported. Police said a trio of 
visitors were Jumped，robbed and 
slashed by youths who wore rings 
with razor blades. 

Four frms in Chinatown had 
their windows smashed: 732 Com- 
mercial St.，850 Jackson Street (a 
medical o 伍 ce)，749 Clay Street， 
and 740 Washington Street，

EDITORIAL 


YYe are not barbarians 


“Brothers and sisters，keep your cool “… Alice 
Barkley，Concerned Chinese for Action and Change 
spokesman，pleaded at the Chinatown-North Beach 
District Council's Education Committee meeting last 
week when proceedings were heated to a boiling 
point，Alan Wong also warned the rowdy element 
of the audience throwing cherry bombs at the speak- 
ers on stage, “You're making ittough on us who have 
to do the work. 

We would like to add our voice to the plea for a 
sane and civilized manner in solving community 
Problems. Frustrations, enflamed by anger, that ex- 
plode into violence are barbaric.， We are not bar- 
barians， Nor are we passive stoics who will suffer 
in silence， We have our grievances，our demands 
are just, and we will be heard.，But we must move 
in a non-violent manner. 

Over a hundred policemen were huddled in the 
wings of the Commodore stockton School courtyard 
and atop rooftops on Parkhurst Alley， There were 
plainclothesmen plus the Chinatown Detail keeping 
a watch. 

Things were running relatively peacefully until 
the end when disorder broke loose and cherry bombs- 
were thrown at the speakers，Dr. Robert Jenkins and 
his staff exited hastily， No one was hurt，except 
some feelings. 

Earlier in the day a bomb exploded at Galileo 
High School，Fortunately no one was hurt， Later 
in the evening following the meeting, a car belong- 
ing to a grammar school principal was damaged by 
a Molotov cocktail. 

Hurting things is one thing but hurting people 
is another.， A junior high_ administrator was struck 
with eggs and a YWCA official suffered severe Pow- 
der burns that required hospitalization. 

But the worst was to come two days later follow- 
ing the Chinese New Year parade when a mob of 
youths confronted the police in a riot hurling fire- 
crackers and garbage at the officers.， The Tac Squad 
was called and promptly restored order. 

We have seen the Tactical 9quad in action and 
they do an efficient job controlling a mob.， That is 
why we fail to understand why anyone should de:- 
liberately taunt them and get his head bloody. 

There are other ways of staging a revolution than 
confronting the police and getting your head split. 

To reiterate Alice Barkley's plea: “Brothers and 
sisters,， keep your cool.”“

toOwn to get Suggestions for develop- 
jing Special programs. For his e 任 orts 
the youth fred lighted cigarettes at 
him in order to set his clothes on 
fre and followed with cherry bombs 
to break ub the meeting. Miss 
Mahon, Principal of Garfteld_ School， 
arrived early with six of her teach- 
ers and Parking in front of the 
School. There was a Sign on her car 
reading，"S:， E.， Public School，Of- 
fcial Business". During the meeting 
the door window was smashed and 
an infamable fuid Poured over the 
front and back seats. 


JDepartment arrived ，her car Was 
totally destroyed. Her eye glasses ln 
the glove compartment were melted. 

In _ the Past five years 工 have 
helped many Chinese youth who 
were in serious trouble with the 
Police.

Yes、 the_ meeting Thursday night 
was a failure. In seeing and hearing 
the schools _ and teachers vetballv 
attacked TI began to feel that I had 
wasted these bast twelve years work- 
jing with Chinese children. But I 
had to re-examine my assumption. 
None of us can stop at this point, 
We are obliged to have a dialogue 
with youth;, however it is not to the 
schools that youth should bring 
their demands for employment and 
other attendafit problems. 工 cannot 
Stress too strongly my frm convic- 
tion that, it is to the elders of 
Chinatown that youth _must turn.

at us fast in Chinatown. Do the 
elders want toO personally and Posi- 
tively_ direct the change” 工 cry to 
yGu to take the leadership because 
I know you have the talent. the re- 
sources，and the interest in non- 
violent change.

It was way back in the ffth cen- 
tury B.C. that a man traised his 
Voice against what seemed to him to 
be the system or tradition in ancient 
China. His name was Mo Ti，and 
though he is comparatively little 
known to Westerners interestad in 
the history of ideas, he is still known 
in China, and commanded great at- 
tention in his own day. 


“Master Mo,”as he was known， 
abbears to have been born in the 
year Confucius died 一 479 B.C. We 
still have a long book, by him and 
his followers，called the Afo Tzzi 
which contains，incidentally，some 
admitrable exampbles of clear and 
Precise classical prose. Unfortunate- 
ly there is little on this remarkable 
man in the frst of the great dynastic 
of standatd histories of China. 

In an age in which the Con- 
fucian ttaditionajlists were -Preach- 
ing a motalism which emphasized 
human kindness，Pbrtobtriety，fitual- 
ism，intellectualism，trustworthiness， 
Joyalty, and Perhapbs above:all flial 


eresbectifor .elders，Mo Ti ,struck;at- 


the heart of the whole business. He 
said， that _ attention to ， ritual was 
wasteful and unnecessary。 He said 
that the gteat Confucian Virtue of 
human kindness was actually divi- 
sive and discriminatory because 1t 
but one's own kin and relations 
ahead of the welfare of mankind at 
]afge, He deplored the fact that no 
one seemed to believe in a God any 
longet,， as，he said，they had before 
the onset of Confucian sKepticism , 


But Mo Ti was cettainly not a 

negativist.、 He said that the really 
important things wete “broftt” or 
“beneftt” and “e 伍 cacy.” He was 
What we would call a“Pragmatist” 
for to him what worked, that which 
had some tangible use of，beneftt， 
had teal value 一 and nothing else 
did， He wondered how anyone 
could entertain other values when 
war and hunger and want and 
death stalked the land(?). 

For _ Confucian 人 family - centeted 
and graded love he wanted to sub- 
stitute whbat he called “all-embracing 
love” (cpziez iz). This，he taughrt， 


学 would end the painful and destruc- 


tive divisions among men and btring 
an end to the evils of his time. Mo 
Ti was not，however,，a“liberal”in 
the modern sense，for he advocated 


时 
Stern discipline，frugal living，and 
the necessity of considering the 
fujlers authority as absolute. He had 
a Vislon of 全 a_ strong togetherness 
demanding a certain self-sacrificial 
Spirit and subordination to _ author- 
ity for the good of the whole so- 
Ciety. 

Interestingly，Mo TI was almost 
alone in his day in his attention to 
the criteria of truth 一 or how can 
one tell a _ true statement .of idea 
from a false one” Three things，he 
Said，are the propber ctiteria: the 
074871N of the statement，its Zey1z 夏 - 
4a2205，and most impottant of 引 ]， 
its zejfzj1zzexy. He was also interested 
in the still essential bioblem of 
causes，and difterentiated between 
Su 但 cient and necessary causes with 
coOgent arguments. 

But the old dissentet,， Mo Ti，was 
not to infuence the coming ages 
of Chinese history as have Con- 
fucius and and the eternally shad - 
OwWy Lao ITzu. You see, he seems not 
to have understood man's emotional 
and esthetic needs. In modern times 
it was the jlate Dr. 
brought Master Mo back from ob- 
SCUrity.

Dr. Chang died at a convalescent 
hospital on February 23rd. He was 
82. 

Founder of the Democratic So- 
cialist Party of the Republic of 
China，he was drafter of the Con- 
stitution of the Republic of China 
in 1940. 

PHILOSOPHER 
A distinguished Philosopher and 


Political scientist，he was Prtofessor 


of international law at PekingUni- 
versity In 1919. 

He lectured widely in various 
Counttles ln Europe on Chinese 
philosophy in 1930 and was author 
of “Draft for the Chinese Gonsti- 
tution”and “Social Democracy in 
New Germany.” 

A_ veteran editor of newspapers 
and magazines，Dr.， Chang was a 
member of the Peoples Political 
Council，China's wartime represen- 
tatlve body during World Yar 可 
and was a member of the councils 
Presidium in 1940-42. 


WASEDA 

Born in Paoshan in 1886,，DFr. 
Chang was graduated from Waseda 
University In Tokyo in 1909， 
studied in Berlin University _ from 
1913 to 1915 and did extensive 
research in Political science in Eng- 
land from 1915 to 1910. 

He was chairman of the Demo- 


cratic Socialist Party，the Chinese 
Repbublics minority party，but re- 
Signed in 1949 when the Nation- 
alist government retreated to For- 
mosa. 

He traveled widely in Southeast 
Asia，finally coming to San Fran- 
clscO and said he would not te- 
turn to Formosa unjless Chiang 开 ai- 
shek would agree to _ observe the 
COnstitution:

He was a member of the Chinese 
delegation of the UN.

She 
forewatns readers in the introduc- 
tion that the text contains disclos- 
ures of grOUP secrets,， association ac- 
tivities, and behavioral patterns that 
cast Unfavorable light on the Chi- 
nese,， and that charges of “bettrayal” 
are to be anticibated. She concludes: 
“I 工 he Chinese are in the fnal anal- 
ysls，human beings with likes and 
dislikes，fears and hostilities，bold 
schemes and shameful conspiracies， 
enterprising ventures and unfulflled 
alms.” 

Rose Hum Lee was born in Butte， 
Montana，and _ until her death on 
March 25，1964 at the age of 59， 
she was a Professor of Sociology， 
and at one time, Head of this depart- 
ment at 了 Roosevelt University ln 
Chicago. Professor Lee was human 
too，in spite of her position and 
status Which called for objective，
